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After a cool start, the 
spring term brought Ridley 
unusual warmth and sun- 
shine. Church Parade had a 
spectacular, sunny, and not 
too warm Sunday on the Ist 
of May, and Cadet Inspec- 
tion was likewise magnifi- 
cent--if a little warm for the 
20 or so cadets who fainted. 
Col. Frederick Mannix, OR 
‘60, Honorary Colonel of 
the Calgary Highlanders, 
was impressed with the full 
advance in review order, sel- 
dom attempted by cadets 
these days in Canada, let 
alone by 580 of them after 
one month's practice. D 
Company (Lower School) 
saw Bridget Kerr of Simcoe, 
Ontario, as its first female 
commander, and the band 
had its first female Drum 
Sergeant Major, Melanie 
Vukovic of Kingston, Onta- 
rio. 

Other high points of the 
Trinity Term included the 
Marine Biology field trip to 
Rhode Island, a Grade 13 Art 
trip to the museums of New 
York City, as well as small- 
er forays by French and Mu- 
sic students to theatre and 


opera in Toronto. Grade 12 
20th-Century World History 
students held a first-ever day- 
long symposium at a local 
inn, where they were ad- 
dressed by professors from 
Brock, Waterloo and Toronto 
(including Professor Bob 
Matthews, OR '56) and en- 
gaged in discussion and reso- 
lution-forming. Loosely 
connected to Ridley's Art 
program, an enterprising 
group of Grade 13 men and 
women put on the first fash- 
ion show in several years. 
And six Ridleians represent- 
ed Thailand and Uganda in 
SOMA (Southern Ontario 
Model U.N. Assembly), 
while prefect slave auctions 
and the unique "muffin in 
the meadow" lottery enli- 
vened the atmosphere. 

Track and Field was the 
most successful, by some 
indices, of spring sports, 
with outstanding SOSSA 


placement of both male and 
female runners, and even 
some high places in field 
events. To quote the St. 

Catharines Standard, "Two 
Ridley College runners won 
all but one senior girls’ track 
event. Tricia Lennox cleaned 
up the sprints, the 100 me- 
tre hurdles and 100 and 200 
metre dashes. Distance spe- 
cialist Angela Zuliani won 
the 800, the 1,500, and 
3,000 metre events. Rid- 
ley's Krissy Lockyer com- 
pleted a distance sweep in 
the junior girls’ section, 
winning the 800, 1,500, and 
5.000 metress sees Kidley s 
Greg Ireland picked up victo- 
ries in the open 400 metre 
hurdles and won the junior 
boys' 110 metre hurdles, and 
400 metres. .. . In the boys’ 
division double winners 
were Ridley's Bob Lyons 

(senior 400, 800 metres)... 
and, Travis Cooper of Rid-

ley (midget 400 metres, jav- 
elin)." At OFSAA on 3 
June, Tricia Lennox capped 
her final term at Ridley by 
winning the silver medal for 
the 110 metre hurdles and 
the gold for her first place 
finish in the 200 metre dash. 

Cricket had a recent record 
number of recruits, and field- 
ed 3 teams from grade 9 up. 
Girls' soccer had its best sea- 
son ever. While junior rugby 
won 3, tied 1 and lost 5, the 
seniors went on, after an un- 
defeated season, to win the 
ISAA championship over 
Appleby College, 22-14, the 
first such win in over a dec- 
ade. 

One startling athletic peri- 
pheral manifestation this 
spring was a revival, on an 
extracurricular basis, of field 
lacrosse--last played at Rid- 
Iey in 1895. 

With the boys’ heavy-8 re- 
building after losing 5 oars 
to graduation, many had pre- 
dicted a less than stellar row- 
ing season, but in the Moth- 
ers' Day Regatta, Ridleians 
took 5 firsts, 3 seconds, 2 
thirds, and a 6th. At the 
Stotesbury--perhaps the 
most compctitive U.S. sec- 
ondary school regatta-- 
Orange and Black crews did 
very well: Venessa Wakil 
won the sr. women's scull- 
ing. The sr. women's-8 won 
over a strong field including 
Kent, to which they had lost 
by a close margin last year. 
The jr. women's-4 was also 
victorious, while the boys 
sr. 70kg.-8 came in second 
by 1/10 of a second to St. 
Joc's Prep of Philadelphia, a 
perennial rowing power. 


At what some persist still 
in calling the "Schoolboy," 
Ridley once again won the 
overall schools’ point total 
for the Cosgrave Trophy, 
with 5 golds, 3 silvers, and 
2 bronzes. What is ironic 
about the "Schoolboy" label 
is that for the second year in 
a row Ridley has taken the 
Cosgrave Trophy by a dint 
of the victories of our fe- 
male rowers. The Ridley 
women took 4 of our 5 
golds.and 2 of the silvers to 
win the Rosenfeld female 
points total trophy. 

UCC took the boys' 
Pearce Trophy over Brent- 
wood, while Ridley squeaked 
out a third place over Denis 
Morris. Male heros of the 
day werc the jr. men's 70kg- 
8 which took a gold over St. 
Joe's of Buffalo. The sr. 
men's heavy straight-4 took 
a silver, while the heavy 
cox-4 and the sr. men's 
64kg-4 took bronze medals. 

The winning by Ridley 
women was unquestionably 
spearheaded by Vanessa Wa- 
kil, the Canadian Junior 
Sculling Champion, who 
not only won the sr. wom- 
en's singles, but also teamed 
with Wendy O'Brien to win 
the sr. women's double. The 
jr. women's 57kg-8 not only 
took a gold, but also raced a 
second time in the sr. wom- 
en's 57kg to take a silver 
there! Also bringing home a 
gold was the jr. women's 
cox-4. The sr. women's 
heavy-8 was nosed out in 
the final moments of a tight 
race by a crew from Ithica, 
NY. 

All in all it was a great 


day for Ridley on the water. 
For the first time, perhaps 
ever, there was no Ridley 
boys' heavy-8 in the final 
race; Ridley's overall victory 
is therefore quite clearly a 
commentary on the depth 
and breadth of the rowing 
program. 

The Board of Governors 
met on the afternoon of 
May 17 in the Gooderham 
Common Room, after a 
meeting of the Student Fi- 
nancial Assistance and Aca- 
demics Committee. The 
Board, faculty, and invited 
guests then formally dedicat- 
ed the Terence Cronyn 
Room--the "viewing room" 
in the Griffith Building. At 
the end of the ensuing din- 
ner, the portrait of Dr. Don- 
ald McFarlane OR '44, 
Chairman of the Board 
1981-'85, was formally un- 
veiled in the Great Hall. 

This summer we look for- 
ward to further work on the 
2nd Century Building-- 
already a major presence on 
the campus, as well as ma- 
jor renovations to 2nd and 
3rd flats of Leonard House, 
as it becomes a new boys' 





US house in the fall. As of 
September, all grade 9s will 
be fully part of US, in keep- 
ing with the reorganization 
of the Ontario curriculum. 

Our admissions have been 
two months ahead of all pre- 
vious years' acceptances 
since February, and we look 
forward to a high quality 
student body of about the 
same size as this year 
(around 600 students over- 
all). The new Middle School 
(grades 5-8) presided over by 
Director David Cosgrove is 
already larger than grades 5-8 
were on opening day of this 
year, and the magnet pro- 
gram is being extended from 
grade 5 to 6. 

It will be a busy summer 
for Sports Ridley, under the 
new direction of Mr. Claire 
Alexander, who has also tak- 
en over the management of 
our school stores. The 
hockey program is the larg- 
est ever; soccer and tennis 
also have excellent enrol- 
ment. We will be busy pre- 
paring the campus for our 
centennial year upcoming, 
with new signage and a myr- 
iad of plans and projects.

View from the Lower School 


The Editor's suggestion, 
that I present an "overview" 
(whatever that is) of my 
twelve years as headmaster, 
was practically an invitation 
to indulge in nostalgia 
which, fascinating as it is to 
the originator, is almost uni- 
versally boring to those who 
are exposed to it. Still, I 
will attempt to do the re- 
quired thing in the hopes 
that it may be of some inter- 
est. 

During my first year as 
Head, the School sent me to 
England for three weeks to 
tour "Prep" schools. This 
was an invaluable experience 
for me--a trip to the roots of 
the movement, as it were, 
and a realization that to a 
great extent the Canadian 
schools which I had experi- 
enced were still operating on 
a "Tom Brown" sort of phi- 
losophy: "Keep ‘em busy 
and keep 'em disciplined and 
they will be fine." Two 
lines from my trip-diary stay 
with me: "If there is the ter- 
rific rush and push of Ridley 
here, I have not seen it," and 
a quotation from Paul 
Hutchinson, a most impres- 
sive housemaster at Clifton 
College, Bristol: "The im- 
portant thing is that the 
boys are happy. If they are 
happy, they will work." 

I have always felt that the 
frenetic rush that seems to 
Surround me is not condu- 
cive to sound "book- 
learning," but perhaps it is a 
necessary adjunct to educa- 
tion in its broader form. At 
any rate, I have been totally 
unsuccessful in all my at- 
tempts to slow down the rate 


of activity in the LS. 

As for the other quota- 
tion, it is probably mostly 
true. Certainly the reverse 
is true: unhappy boys will 
not work. There are, of 
course, those who will work 
very hard indeed to avoid 
work, and those whose ideal 
of happiness excludes the 
very concept of work. Still, 
I have believed it to be an 
ideal worth following; boys 
and girls, like men and 
women, will work if they 
are happy, and they will be 
happy if they are accepted 
and treated as fellow beings 
who have legitimate expec- 
tations and rights. Enough 
of an apologia. 

The school I received 
from the hands of John 
Guest was in all respects a 
good one. I felt then, and I 
feel now, that LS was the 
best boarding preparatory 
school in Canada. (Others 
are allowed to disagree, I 
won't mind.) My job, as I 
Saw it, was to keep it "best" 
without allowing it to be 
stagnant. The rate of change, 
once started, increased, it 
seems, until it became far 
greater than I had ever envis- 
aged. Whether or not the 
term "best" can still be ap- 
plied is not for me to say, 
but change has been the con- 
stant for the past twelve 
years: change in staff ac- 
commodation and working- 
space, change from student 
dormitory to roomettes, and 
latterly to rooms, change in 
general discipline and mas- 
ter-student relations, change 
in classroom furniture, tech- 
niques and courses of study, 
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change in school dress (al- 
though little change in stu- 
dent opposition to whatever 
rules there are), gradual 
change from primarily board- 
ing to primarily day school, 
change in athletic tasks and 
programs; and recently there 
has been the gradual assump- 
tion of Gr. 9 into US and 
transfer of faculty back and 
forth across the campus. 
The arrival of girls has creat- 
ed change--but not as much 
as might have been antici- 
pated. The term "problem" 
has a new dimension now, 
but there are very few new 
problems. Any illusions 
about "sugar-and-spice" and 
"neatness" have been shat- 
tered, but new dimensions to 
the positive aspects of 
school life have also arrived 
with the ladies. 

There have been some 
comings and goings, trades 
and exchanges, arrivals and 
departures of junior faculty, 
but the core of the faculty 
has remained, maintaining a 
stability while all around 
them changed. And they 
were changing and adapting 
themselves, probably far 
more than anyone realized at 
the time. There is no doubt 
that the true value of a 
school is to be measured by 
its faculty. LS has been re- 
markably blessed over the 
past twelve years. 

And now LS is about to 
experience the greatest 
change--its absorption into 
the Ridley whole. The term 
“Lower School" will disap- 
pear (this is the last "View 
from the Lower School") but 
titles are not really impor-

tant. It seems quite reasona- 
ble to adopt the term 
"Middle School," one in 
common usage in North 
America to describe the 
grade 5-8 years. 

In light of all these 
changes, a change in the per- 
son behind the Head's desk 
seems small change indeed. 
The School has not only 
survived but thrived on 
change. I prophesy that it 
will continue to do so. What 
I will take away will be 
memories--mostly happy, 
some not, and faces--boys' 
faces, girls' faces, but main- 
ly the faces of those with 
whom I have worked, 
played, worried, argued and 
partied. Friends I have made 
from faculty and parents will 
stay with me and, I hope, 
not just as memory. 

One last word: the one 
stable thing in my life, apart 
from my religion, has been 
Nancy. I could not possibly 
write an overview without 
stating the obvious fact that 
whatever success or growth 
the school has enjoyed has 
been greatly due to her gra- 
ciousness, enthusiasm and 
charm, as well as to what 
may not be so obvious--her 
strength when I needed to 
lean. 

We both leave with high 
hopes for the future--the 
School's and ours. I close 
with a quotation from Dag 
Hammarskjold, whom I find 
I have been quoting much 
lately: "Provided he knew 
that he had paid the utter- 
most farthing, what did it 
matter to him how others 
judged the results?"

Reverend Donald P. and Mrs. Nancy Hunt 





At North Toronto Colle- 
giate, Don Hunt told his 
Guidance teacher that he 
would never be a clergyman 
or a school teacher. Don was 
raised to loathe private 
schools; his friends told him 
that they were "next door to 
the Gates of Hell." And now 
Don is about to begin the 
honeymoon phase of early 
retirement, after spending the 
last twenty-seven years as a 
clergyman, school teacher 
and also assuming the posi- 
tion of Headmaster of an In- 
dependent School, Ridley 
College. 

And what does Don think 
about the incongruitics of 
his life at Ridley? "God 
must have a sense of hu- 
mour!" he says. Only a 
clergyman with a great wit 
and sense of humour would 
think that way. 

Furthermore, did you ever 
try to tell boys of the 60's 
and 70's that there just 
might be a God? Would you 
have even dared, as Ridley 
Chaplain, to mention that 
three-letter word to such 
highly cynical, skeptical stu- 
dents? Or were you ever a tic 


and jacket classroom disci- 
plinarian, an educator of stu- 
dents who might not have 
wanted to be at your school? 
Or how about being the 
Headmaster of the largest 
Junior Boarding school in 
Canada (from 1976 to 
1988): watching over and 
keeping happy staff, stu- 
dents and, most importantly, 
parents, and at the same 
time having another boss 
looking over your shoulder 
in concert with a progressive 
and active Board of Govern- 
ors? Well, Don did all this, 
but as of 11 June 1988, he 
won't anymore! And one 
might say that there are very 
few "triple-threat" educators 
Ieft in the Independent 
School system today who 
can lay claim to such a re- 
markable and dedicated ca- 
reer. 

Donald Philip Hunt's saga 
began with his graduation 
from North Toronto Colle- 
giate. And six and one-half 
years later he had two de- 
grees: a BA from the Uni- 
versity of Toronto and a 
STB (Sacred Theology) from 
Trinity College. While en- 
joying University life, Don 
managed to play football 
with the Varsity team and 
join the reserve of the To- 
ronto Scottish Regiment, 
finishing with the rank of 
Captain. Don loved the 
free-swing of the kilt. (So 
did the girls!) He managed 
to fit in a little spit and 
polish when he joined the 
R.C.A.F. for three months 
in 1948, stationed at Tren- 
ton Air Base. It should be 
noted that Airman Hunt nev- 


er did get off the ground, ex- 
cept to make flying tackles 
for the Air Force in the In- 
termediate Ontario Football 
Union League. 

Later Don shed his foot- 
ball uniform to become a 
man of the cloth; he was or- 
dained as Deacon in 1952 
and as Priest in 1953. Asa 
parish priest he was the 
Rector of St. Margaret's 
Church (New Toronto) from 
1954 to 1960. During this 
span of preaching, Don was 
asked to assist at the Lake- 
shore Teachers' College, 
teaching divinity classes to 
future clergymen and public 
school teachers. Before 
coming to Ridley, Don had 
another parish in Oakville, 
at St. Aidan's Church. 

On the conjugal scene, 
Don met Nancy Best Ste- 
wart Allen at Trinity Col- 
lege. After their beautiful 
courtship, their marriage 
vows were exchanged in the 
Church of Transfiguration 
(Toronto) on 9 July 1955. 

Nancy's formal education 
began at St. Clement's 
School in Toronto; after her 
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BA at the University of To- 
ronto, she graduated from 
Ontario Teachers’ College. 
Nancy was a synchronized 
swimmer at University and 
garnered an athletic letter 
playing Inter-collegiate 
Volleyball. Before coming 
to Ridley, Nancy taught 
grades 4/5 at the South 
Prep Spadina Avenue 
School in Forest Hill Vil- 
lage. 

The Hunts produced three 
boys and a girl. Philip '76 
has just moved out to Van- 
couver with Xerox Canada. 
Martha '78 was the first 
Ridley female sculler to

row and win a silver medal 
at the Canadian Schoolboy; 
she married Cornell Strzal- 
kowski after meeting him at 
Lakehead Univeristy in the 
Outdoor Education Course. 
Today they are proud parents 
of one-year old twins, 
Katherine and Nicholas. 
Stephen Hunt '82, is cur- 
rently teaching at Ridley and 
is the crown jewel when it 
comes to computers; David 
is in his graduating year at 
Ridley and is valedictorian 
of his class. 


Donald, in his move to 
become Ridley's Chaplain in 
1961, brought not only his 
spiritual and educational 
gifts but also his athletic 
and musical skills. 


Coach Hunt was the Up- 
per School defensive foot- 
ball coach with Bob Stanley 
and me; he took on the on- 
erous job of head coach with 
the Under 15's when he be- 
came Assistant Headmaster 
under John Guest in the fall 
of 1970. Don kept photog- 
raphy, his favourite hobby, 
alive in both Upper and 


Lower Schools. He told me 
he has had his share of activ- 
ities in both schools, thank 
you very much! 

Not too many people 
know that Don was an early 
staff advisor and the first 
travelling manager with the 
Ridley College Rowing 
Club - at its inception in 
1966! On their second trip 
to Henley-on-Thames, 1970, 
he and Neil Campbell 
brought home the Princess 
Elizabeth Challenge Cup. 

Peter Partridge was the 
first choir director to conduct 
Don, as Chaplain, in the 
Ridley Choir. During those 
special choir anthems, my 
spine would tingle when 
Don burst out in his beauti- 
ful bass voice, "Where Are 
You Going, Great Heart"? 
Don played the lead roles in 
the school musicals, Pirates 
of Penzance and H.M.S.

On Friday, April 8th, Mr. Jere Packard, the Headmaster of Ridley College, announced at the Lyford Cay Club in the Ba- 
hamas that Dr. Harold Siebens of Lyford Cay was the anonymous donor who, in 1986, kicked off the 2nd Century Campaign by 
making a magnificent gift of 2.05 million dollars to the proposed new building. 


As mentioned in the last edition of Tiger, the south end of the new complex, housing science labs and classrooms, would 
be named after our anonymous donor; hence, it will be known as the "Harold W. Siebens Science Wing." 


Dr. Siebens, who is originally from Calgary, has had a son, Stewart '64, and two grandchildren, Carter '82 and Rhondda '85, 
attend the school. We are hopeful that all the members of the Siebens family will be able to attend the official opening of the 
2nd Century building in April 1989. 


Also for this historic occasion, we look forward to having in attendance the members of the other two families, the Mande- 
villes and the Ashbaughs, whose gifts have made the building a reality. We will sadly miss Mr. Fred Ashbaugh, Class of 
'22, who passed away in June 1987, and whose generosity to Ridley will be appreciated by generations of future students. 


The campaign has now reached the 12.2 million dollar mark, and we hope to attain our 13.6 million dollar goal by June of 
1989, but the campaign may well continue beyond this date if we have not reached each of our sub-targets by that 
time. This could push our campaign receipts over the 14 million dollar mark.

SECOND CENTURY 
CONSTRUCTION 
NEWS 


General: 


Newman Bros. have completed all the 
main concrete pours on the project, 
with the exception of some sub-slabs 
and supports for mechanical equipment 
in the third floor penthouse. The 
gencral contractor's main role has been 
co-ordination of the sub-trades and the 
setting of steel door frames for the 
masonry sub-contractor. 

The month of April saw several 
visits from students and faculty, and on 
April 15th, a series of tours was 
organized through the Development 
Office whereby fundraisers for the 
various Ridley campaigns were given a 
detailed view of progress on site to 
date. 


Steel: 


Progress with the structural steel in 
the month of May was steady but 
slow. All of the main structural steel 
is now on Site, but, Owing to the 
complexity of the steel in Phase 4 (the 
theatre portion) and Phase 3 
(mechanical penthouse third floor 


level), there have been numerous field 
conditions that have taken time to 
resolve. One of the last elements to be 
installed will be the curved catwalks 
that span across the width of the theatre 
auditorium at high level and are 
suspended from the huge steel trusses. 


Masonry: 


The masons have almost completed 
work in the basement area, and it is 
possible at this time to walk into every 
music practice area, music office, band 
room and vocal practice room. Most 
visitors have been amazed at the size 
and complexity of the Music 
Department, and it was felt that this 
would, indeed, be a facility to be envied 
by all. 

The concrete block internal wythe of 
the external wall of both classroom 
wings at first and second floor level has 
now been completed, with the 
exception of two small areas that have 
been left open to allow access for 
delivery of materials. It is, therefore, 
now possible to get the feel of the 
finished elevation in terms of placement 
of windows. The site superintendent and 
the masonry foreman have now set out 
almost all of the internal partition walls 
and located metal door and glazing 
screens. Many of these walls in the

northern teaching wing (computing 
area) are completed to full room height. 

The controlling factors affecting the 
rate of progress or the location of work 
for the masons are now progress with 
the main structural steel, co-ordination 
with other sub-trades, and the size of 
the masonry crew itself. 

The masons are now working on the 
exterior brick work. 


Mechanical & Electrical: 


The mechanical and electrical 
sub-contractors are making excellent 
progress on the job. Key elements of 
the mechanical duct ventilation systems 
are now in place and the electrical 
conduit distribution systems are very 
well advanced. The electrical 
transformer room has been completely 
formed by the masons, and the main 
transformer and distribution panels are 
in place. 


Construction Schedule: 


A small amount of slippage in the 
construction schedule occurred in May, 
primarily because of the strike by the 
electricians and, to a lesser degree, by 
the striking carpenters. The delays in 
the steel erection and the construction 
trade strikes have given cause for 
concern to all involved in the project. It 
is hoped that, through the continued 
efforts of the general contractor and all 
the sub-trades, time lost will be 
recovered and the building finished on 
schedule. 


Costs: 


Following a special meeting with the 
stecl sub-contractor on 19 May, the 
question of additional payments for the 
stecl contractor was resolved to the 
satisfaction of the consultants and 
Ridley College. There are still some 
arcas of dispute between the consultant 
team and the stecl sub-contractor, but 
they will not impede either the payment 
of monies owing to the steel contractor 
or the progress of the project.

‘CASH POOR, ASSET RICH' 


Does the above quotation fit your financial cir- 
cumstances today, and prevent you from making a 
contribution to Ridley's 2nd Century Campaign? If 
you are in this category, you should consider the pos- 
sibilities of a "deferred gift" (a planned transfer of an 
asset at a future date) to the school. Two such gifts 
include bequests and insurance policies. 

The simplest form of "deferred gift" that one can 
give is an absolute bequest in a will. Such a gift 
can be tied to a specific programme, or it can be left to 
be disbursed at the discretion of the trustees of 
the Foundation. Many people have already followed 
this route to make their 2nd Century gifts. 

Life insurance policies can also be used as a 
"deferred gift" to the school. There are certain tax 
advantages to the donor in making such gifts during 
his or her lifetime. The donor may assign an exist- 
ing policy that he or she no longer needs to the 
school, and the cash surrender value, if any, quali- 
fies for a tax credit; on-going premiums, if any, 
would also qualify. The donor could decide to make 
the school the beneficiary of the policy rather than 
assigning it. This procedure would provide a tax credit 
at the time of death. During the lifetime of the policy 
a holder could direct the dividends, if any, from this 
policy to the institution and receive a tax credit for 
the amount of the dividend. 

Donors can also make "deferred gifts" by testa- 
mentary trusts or charitable annuities, both of which 
will be discussed in a future article.

DONOR RECOGNITION WALL 


The Donor Recognition Wall, which will be located in the lobby 
of the 2nd Century Building, will incorporate the names of the 2nd 
Century Campaign's significant donors ($5,000 and above) and a 
earthenware clay art piece. Mr. Angelo di Petta of Toronto was cho- 
sen to construct and to realize his colourful and vibrant conception. 


Mr. di Petta specializes in ceramic work and is an instructor at the 
Ontario College of Art in Toronto. He has been commissioned by 
McDonald's Restaurant head office in Don Mills, Canadian National 
Hotels and Clarkson Gordon; he also designed the Donor's Wall at the 
Ontario College of Art. His work takes him to all parts of the coun- 
try and in the last few years he has contributed to 16 group shows in 
both the United States and Canada. 


The wall will be in three levels: first from the top will be 3- 
dimensional elements which will provide a sense of dynamism and re- 
lief. The elements change as you walk by them so that a new view is 
available at every glance. The second level will display school and ed- 
ucation motifs that will have universal recognition. On the lower lev- 
el will be the donors' names and will be easily accessible for all to 
view. The 16" square clay tiles will have the motifs and names 
screened on, and then they will be sandblasted to add relief. There will 
be a total of 66 tiles in an inverted triangular shape. The wall prom- 
ises to be an exciting addition to the foyer of the 2nd Century Build- 
ing. 

Mr. diPetta will be starting his preparation for the wall in early 
summer; if you would like your name included on the Donor Recog- 
nition Wall, there is still time to make a pledge or to increase a 
present gift to the $5,000 level.

The Niagara Branch of the 
Ridley College Women's 
Guild for the 1987/88 year 
has 103 contributing mem- 
bers representing 51% of our 
potential membership. Our 
life membership now stands 
at 105. 

At the annual Fall lun- 
cheon on 6 Oct. in Lower 
School, 80 people heard 
guest speaker Rev. Donald 
Hunt speak on "Understanding, 
Compassion and a Sense of 
Reality," from a schoolmas- 
ter's point of view. Before 
the luncheon a coffee party 
was held for new mothers. 

The Winter evening meet- 
ing on 16 Feb. took the 
form of a pot-luck dinner for 
60 people in the dining hall 
of the Lower School, after 
gathering initially in the 
Hunts' home for wine. Lar- 
ry Smith '37, retired editor- 

i-chief of the St. Catharines 

tandard, was the guest 
speaker, with "Ridley in 
Retrospect" as his topic. 

The annual meeting and 
Spring luncheon were held 
on 12 April in the Matthews 
Library of Upper School. 
The Headmaster, Jeremy 
Packard, as the guest speak- 
er, chose the 2nd Century 
Building as his topic, ex- 
plaining the layout and the 
uses of the building. School 
Prefect Elizabeth Kingstone 
gave an enlightening talk on 
the fundraising organised by 
the prefect body.

In the Tiger Pit 


Society and the Handicapped 


The following essay is ex- 
cerpted from the winning en- 
try in the Julian Street Essay 
Competition for 1988. 


Have you ever felt second- 
rate? You might feel this 
way when you discover that, 
half-way through the day, 
your pants have split down 
the back or that the hot dog 
you had for lunch has left a 
little memento in the form 
of a catsup stain down the 
front of your shirt. When 
people notice the cause of 
your humiliation and laugh 
at you, you feel alienated and 
different from all the rest. 
But need you cry over spilt 
milk, or split pants for that 
matter? No, luckily, you 
can change your pants, clean 
your shirts and, aside from 
fading memories of that un- 
lucky moment, return to the 
comforts of normality. 

Some people don't have 
that luxury. You know who 
I'm talking about-- the crip- 
ples for whom we all feel so 
sorry: deaf people, people 
with cerebral palsy, anyone 
in a wheelchair. To be kind, 
we might hire a blind person 
to tune our piano or we 
might push a paraplegic 
across the street. Basically, 
however, we think that the 
kindest thing we can do for 
these individuals is to insti- 
tutionalize them, put them 
in sweet, out-of-the-way 
places where they can string 
beads, weave baskets, and be 
kept out of our way. 

The biggest problem for 
normal people comes when 
the handicapped get uppity 
and actually begin to believe 


that they have something to 
contribute to society. Some 
of these disabled actually 
feel that they should be inte- 
grated into our education 
systems and workplaces. It 
sounds like these unfortu- 
nates are not grateful for our 
benevolent efforts to keep 
them protected from a world 
which is much too harsh and 
difficult for cripples anyway 
- or is it? 

The truth is that we limit 
ourselves by always think- 
ing about what we can do 
for the people we have clas- 
sified as disabled and by im- 
agining how we can protect 
them. Very rarely do we ever 
think that the handicapped 
might have something to 
contribute to our lives. Our 
prejudice against the disabled 
has resulted in serious waste 
of society's major resources 
- the human resource. 

Steven Hawking is a gen- 
ius. He has developed many 
of today's theories regarding 
black holes and occupies the 
same chair that Isaac New- 
ton held, as Lucasian profes- 
sor of mathematics at Cam- 
bridge. Steven Hawking's 
imagination allows him to 
conceive the impossible. 
Upon seeing him for the 
first time, however, one 
might find it unbelievable 
that he can think at all, for 
Professor Hawking suffers 
from Lou Gherig's disease, a 
muscle-degenerating sick- 
ness which has robbed him 
of both the ability to be un- 
derstood without an inter- 
preter and the dignity of be- 
ing able to look after his 
simplest needs. Professor 
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Hawking contracted this dis- 
ease in his undergraduate 
years at Oxford. In this re- 
spect, he was fortunate, as 
his genius had had a chance 
to be recognized. It would 
have been a great loss for 
civilization if we had limited 
ourselves by thinking only 
of what we could do for Pro- 
fessor Hawking, of how we 
could protect him, and of 
how we could institutional- 
ize him from the dangers of 
the world. 

Most people with severe 
physical handicaps are not 
given the chance to show 
their brilliance but are quick- 
ly classified, often incorrect- 
ly, as brain-damaged, and 
their potential remains ig- 
nored. The handicapped indi- 
vidual need not be a genius; 
it is a loss when anyone 
with a joke to tell, ideas to 
share, or maybe little more 
than a warm and caring per- 
sonality is separated from 
society's mainstream because 
of a disability which harms 
no one. People with handi- 
caps are not burdens on soci- 
ety unless we choose to 
view them in such a light. 
It is the task of society to 
help unleash the potential 
that lies within all individu- 
alSargee 

However, in our overzeal- 
ous attempt to be helpful, 
too often we think that we 
know what is best without 
really listening to the needs 
of the disabled. A story, 
once told to me, clearly il- 
lustrates this point. A para- 
plegic woman had just com- 
pleted a transaction in the 
bank. Very pleased with her

new-found independence, she 
was in the process of ma- 
nouvering herself out the 
narrow bank door. At this 
point, a happy do-gooder, 
with a cheerful, "Here, let 
me help you!" wheeled her 
briskly back into the bank, 
up to the counter, then 
walked away, ignoring her 
protestations. We must lis- 
ten to the disabled, if we tru- 
ly wish to understand. 


What cripples people is 
not disability but our ignor- 
ant fear of anything that 
seems less than whole, any- 
thing that reminds us of our 
human frailty. In the popu- 
lar magazines and television 
advertisements, people are 
presented as stereotyped and 
perfect. However, life is 
much broader than these cold 
images of perfection. Our 
lives contain sorrow as well 
as happiness, struggle as 
well as success, and weak- 
ness as well as strength. 
How we deal with all as- 
pects of humanity indicates 
the level of our civilization 
and the true worth of the in- 
dividual. Our society has 
little tolerance for any devia- 
tion from the norm; we for- 
get the value of each human 
being. Products are stan- 
dardized, schedules are syn- 
chronized, individuals are 
specialized and services are 
centralized. Individuals are 
shaped and molded to fit "the 
system.” However, by broa- 
dening our image of human- 
ity, we enable everyone to 
participate in a society in 
which the individual, and 
not the system, comes first.

H. Edward (Ted) MacMahon, '19 


The June 1987 issue of Tiger pictured Ted MacMahon with re- 
cent graduates at the New England Branch meeting. Tiger con- 
sidered it singularly appropriate to offer a profile of this distin- 
guished Ridley alumnus who, for forty years, was chairman of 
the Department of Pathology at Tufts University School of Med- 
icine and Dental Medicine. 

After his medical education at the University of Western Onta- 
rio and the Montreal General Hospital, Dr. MacMahon did gradu- 
ate work in pathology at Boston City Hospital, where he devel- 
oped interest in diseases of the liver. In time he became a 
recognized authority on diseases of that organ. After Boston, he 
studied in Berlin and Hamburg. 

The New England Journal of Medicine (June 11, 1970) takes up the story: "After assuming 
his responsibilitics as professor at Tufts, he rapidly became known as a dedicated and inspiring 
teacher." Quoted in the Tufts Medical Alumni Bulletin on the occasion of his retirement in 
1970, Dr. MacMahon spoke "of his early efforts to bring pathology and pathologists to the 
hospitals of Maine in the interest of better medicine." To do so, he visited Maine monthly to 
give seminars and ward rounds. His success allowed doctors to practise, in country areas, the 

edicine they had learned at the school. 

In addition to his administrative and teaching duties, Dr. MacMahon found the time--"on Sat- 
urday afternoons and Sundays," he claims--to write papers in the field of anatomic pathology 
covering every system of the body. "Dr. MacMahon has always been concerned with the pa- 
thology of the body as a whole. He is perhaps best known for his work on the kidney, the liv- 
er and the lung." 

Retirement in 1970 might have been the end of an illustrious career for lesser men, but not so 
for Ted MacMahon. He embarked on a new phase by joining the faculty of the new Medical 
School at the University of Massachusetts in Worchester; living in Cambridge, he commuted 
the 50 miles daily. Just last spring, he retired from this second career. 

In light of Ridley's motto, it is inspiring to learn that Dr. MacMahon "has always shown con- 
tempt for the type of careerism that sacrifices service to others for personal gain. . . . Loyalty 
to his associates and to his school has been one of his strongest attributes." 

At the New England Branch meeting, Dr. MacMahon, who entered Ridley in 1911, spoke fecl- 


ingly of his memories of the school. He has 
maintained his connection with the School 
in good part through rowing. His three sons 
all rowed at college and university; hence he 
has taken a keen interest in the sport, espe- 
cially the Cambridge Boat Club--official 
headquarters of the Head of the Charles regat- 
ta--about which he recently wrote a short his- 
tory. 

Dr. MacMahon still lives in Cambridge 
with his wife, Marion; he spends his sum- 
mers in Maine, where, it is safe to say, he 
continues to follow the work which he 
founded there.
